THREE DIE IN HIGHBINDER WAR.

Washington, D. C., March 
There is open revolt in the Senate over the 
Porto Rican tariff and it has started with 
Senators of such dignity and. age of service 
as to give it unusual importance. Senator 
Davis of Minnesota, chairman of the For- 
eign Relations committee and one of the 
Peace Commissioners to Paris, opened the 
battle by an amendment for free trade be- 
tween the United States and Porto Rico. 

Its effect is to have the tariff laws of the 
United States applied to Porto Rico upon 
foreign imports but allows absolute free 
trade between the United States and Porto 
Rico. He also proposes a new section as 
follows: | 

“For the purposes of this act the fol- 
lowing provisions of the constitution of the 
United States are hereby extended and made 
applicable to Porto Rico: 

“The Congress shall have sawet to lay 
and collect taxes, duties, imposts, and ex- 
cises, to pay the debts and provide for the 
common defense and general welfare of the 
‘United States; but all duties, imposts, and. 
, excises shall be uniform throughout the 
United States. 

“No capitation or other direct tax shall 
be laid, unless in proportion to the census 
or enumeration hereinbefore Gueee to be 
taken. 

“No tax or duty shall be’ given by any 
regulation of commerce or revenue to the 
‘ports of one State over those of another; 
nor shall vessels bound to or from one State 
be obliged to enter, clear, or pay duties in 
another.” | 

Text of the Amendment. 

The amendment is as follows: 

** And it is hereby enacted that all duties, 
4mposfs, and excises imposed or levied, laid 
or collected, by Congress upon Porto Rico 
or any products or business thereof or in re- 
lation to said Porto Rico, shall be uniform 
wih all duties, imposts, and excises laid 
and callected throughout the United States. 

“That no capitation or other direct tax 
shall be laid by Congress in or upon Porto 
Rico, unless in proportion to the census or 
enumeration directed to be taken by the con- 
stitution. 

“That no tax or duty shall be laid on arti- 
cles exported from Porto Rico. | 

“That no preference shall be given by 
any regulation of commerce or revenue to the 
ports of Porto Rico over thoge of any State) 
of the union, nor shall vessels bound 'to or 
from Porto Rico be obliged to enter, clear, or 
pay duties in any State of the union. 

‘‘Nor shall any preference be given by 
any regulation of commerce or revenue to 
the ports of any State of the union over 
those of Porto Rico, nor shall vessels bound 
to or from the ports of any State of the 
union be obliged to enter, clear, or pay du- 
ties: in any port of Porto Rico.” 


= Not Precedent for Philippines. 


Porto Rico, ahd byrso doing tmplites that it 
cannot be extended to the Philippines or 
other territories except by legislative ac- 


tion. 

It is said the Senator will have the support 
of practically all the Northwestern Sena- 
tors. A Caucus is talked of to make the tariff 
a party measure, but it is doubtful if such 
tactics succeed as well in the Senate as they 
did in the House. 

Senator Davis has been for free trade with 
Porto Rico from the start, and so has his 
colleague, Mr. Nelson. They stood with 
Senator Foraker and others. In the com- 
mittee Senator Nelson was outspoken for 
free trade and consented to a report on a 25 
per cent basis only as a compromise. 

Gallinger and Perkins, the two strongest 
protectionists, wanted 80 per cent of the 
Dingley tariff, while Foraker, Nelson, and 
others wanted ndéne at all, and 25 per cent 
was accepted as a compromise.

In Sydney Grundy’s latest play, placed on 
exhibition in Chicago last night by Mrs. 


Langtry, there is a newly-coined slang word, 


which seems to one to fit neatly to the sensa- 
tions called forth by the piece. Itis * disgy, 


a vocal fragment until now unknown in this 


slow Western city. Translated it, means 
disgusted.” Perhaps its abbreviated form 
is the better, for it does not saver so much 
of strong fecling; and there is nothing about 
“The Degenerates’’ to move one to any 
depths. Neither does the statement of dissat- 
isfaction imply that the cause lies In moral 
offense. If the play were taken seriously, its 


attempted lesson would be an awful thing to 


contemplate, but it does not’ strike deep 
enough to reach anything serious, and for 
that reason it never will do any harm, It fs 
an example of labor lost, and that is the 
greatest of its crimes. 

It serves, however, the end for which it 
was intended. It introduces Mrs. Langtry 
again to the stage. The result has been 
gained by building a trite situation into a 
commonplace story, and emblazoning the 
worn, frayed cloth with a quantity of bright 
but cynical epigrams. The play, barring th 
single situation, is a structure of words, no 
deeds. 

The play, however, was rather a second- 
ary consideration with last night's audi- 
ence. Mrs. Langtry herself was more 
studied than were the words she said, and 
‘her gowns received more attention than did 
the character she tried to delineate. Nor 
was the attitude of her inspectors an un- 
kindly one. They never warmed up to her 
play and they never evinced enthusiastic 
approbation of her acting, but they showed 
they were willing to praise both when there 
was the slightest excuse, and they cheer- 
fully displayed their liking for her taste in 
appare!l. 

Mrs. Langtry has not grown any younger— 
that hardly would be expected—but the 
superb lines of her figure have not been 
lost. Had she the ability to which her 
years of stage experience ought to entitle 
her she should not be past her genith as 
an-actress. As it is she must depend in 
some degree on the skillful arrangement 
of stage lights and shadows, and toa great+ 
er extent upon her gowns. There were 
three of them last night—a creation of white 
satin for the first act, a creation of blue 
satin for the second and third acts (both of 
them for evening wear), and a creation of 
Some filmy material for the fourth act, 
which took place in the morning. All three 
creations—and one uses the word advisedly— 
fitted the body as if they had been molded 
about it. 

In spite of her harmonious costume set- 
tings there were moments when Mrs. Lang- 
try seemed ill at ease. In fact, she scarcely 
did more at any time than recite her lines 
with a hard precision. She showed little, if 
any, feeling, and her stage bearing was not 
graceful. She would take her stand in one 
place, speak a sentence, dart to another 
place, and speak another. Her performance, 
to say the least, was disjointed, more soa, 
possibly, tan it is wont to be. Mrs. Lang- 
try has not been In the best of health for 
several days. She seemed grateful for what 
favor was shown her, and at the end of the 
third act, when the only curtain calls of the 
night were given, she smiled brightly at the 
, audience. 

To return to the play, it may be said it does 
rot belie its title. The first act brings for- 
ward as choice a lot of degenerates as ever 
were crowded together, either of the stage 
or in real life. If their originals exist in 
London the Atlantic Ocean is a blessing. 
They belong to the alleged ‘*‘ smart set.'’ 
They number besides Mrs. Trevelyan a pair 
of millionaire Jews, a fool of a Baronet, Sir 
William Saumarez; a hysterical spitfire, his 
wife; a foreign blackguard, Isadore de Lora- 
no; a frozen pudding of a woman, Lady Btor- 
noway; and a punch-bow!l of a husband, Vis- 
count Stornoway. They talked slang so new 
it was not understood and they bored one 
another in different ways. They were meant 
to be dull and dull they were. Then there 
was Mrs. Trevelyan, otherwise Mrs. Lang- 
try, and the Duke of Orme, a man of some 
history and a gentleman withal. 

it is evident from the first that this peer 
of the realm has more than a friendly feeling 
for Mrs. Trevélyan, divorcée, possessor of a 
spotted past though she be. She. on her 
part, returns the liking, though she con- 
tinues to carry on an intrigue that is break- 
ing up the home of Sir Samuel Saumarez. 
The Baronet’s wife, in a jealous rage, makes 
an appointment with Lorano. Suddenly 
Mrs. Trevelyan’s innocent daughter returns 
home from a school on the continent. The 
mother and the desire for purity are sup- 
posed to waké together in the woman. 
Within five minutes after kissing the young 
girl she has left Saumarez in the lurch, and 
= hastened away to save his wife from the 

eavy villain. This leads up to the sup- 
posedly great situation of the play, which is 
taken almost entire from ‘‘ Lady Winde- 
mere’s Fan.’" Mrs. Trevelyan induces Lady 
Saumarez to flee, hides herself in the rear 
room, and in good time comes forth before an 
astonished audience, consisting of the vil- 
lain himself, of Sir William Saumarez, and 
of the Duke of Orme. The Baronet is con- 
vineed his mistress and not hts wife has been 
false. and the Duke of Orme determines he 
has found the wife he wants. He has picked 
up a glove belonging to Lady Saumarez, and 
has fathomed the self-sacrifice. Had the 
situation a sufficient motive it might be ac- 
ceptable, but it has not. The last act sees 
the Duke cf Orme make the proposal which 
is to prove his belief that women of Mrs. 
Trevelyan’s caliber make the best wives. It 
is the turning about of the adage of the re- 
formed roué with a vengeance. 

Mrs. Langtry is fortunate with her sup- 
port. Frederick Kerr has caught perfectly 
that indefinaBle reposeful something which 
js the sign of the gentleman. His perform- 
ance of the réle of the Duke of Orme was the 
notable one of the play, though George 
Grossmith Jr. gave a clever characteriza- 
tion in the part of the pockmarked wretch, 
Viscount Storoway, while Miss Lucy Mfliner 
was delightfully unaffected as weil as a 
charming picture in the one untainted part 
in the play, that of Una Trevelyan,

Even General Miles, who as Commanding 
General of the army might be expected to 
have views worth hearing, was ignored. It 
became necessary for him to go to the Sec- 
retary of War uninvited and present a letter 
of recommendation, the contents of which 
were in the line of his well-known ideas of 
artillery increase as expressed in his annual 
reports. His plan was in part adopted, but 
important features were added, with the ef- 
fect of taking liberties with the proposition 
from the Commanding General of the army. 

This incident has incensed some of the of- 
ficers, who believe that General Miles, on 
account of his position, if for no other rea- 
son, should be consulted and should not be 
placed in the position of being forced to urge 
his views on military reorganization upon 
the War department. The heads of staff 
corps were given mo Opportunity to make 
5 , and those who presented plans 
for staff changes found that their recom- 
mendations were ignored. 

lo add to the peculiar situation it was dis- 
closed today that the hearing before the 
Military committee was much more spirited 
than appeared in the authorized report of the 
session as prepared by Secretary Root. That 
official is said to have offered much more in 
the way of suggestion and statement than 
is contained in Mr. Root’s edition of the 
hearing. The Military committee has al- 
ready agreed to one change in the bill on 
account of the manifest injustice which 
would be wrought by the original provision 
which authorizes the transfer of cavalry and 
infantry Captains to those grades in the 
artillery, blocking the promotion of sub- 
alterns of the latterarm. It will be amended 
so as to have the authority apply only to 
Second Lieutenants.

SUGAR RATE CUT IN TWO. 


WILD SELLING OF THE TRUST STOCK 
IN WALL STREET. 


Announcement That the Common Is 
on a 6 Per Cent Basis Instead of 12 
Comes Three Days Ahead of the Ex- 
pected Time—War of the Refineries 
Supposed to Have Dissipated the 
Big Surplus, of the Combine—Doubt 
Still Remains. 


New York, March 5.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Havemeyer sprung another surprise today 
when he had the reduction in dividends on 
Sugar common made public three days 
ahead of time. The cut is from 3 per cent to 
1% per cent for the quarter. Though there- 
duction from 12 per cent to a 6 per cent 
basis was expected, as indicated by the situ- 
ation, the fluctuations of the stock on the 
exchange today were extremely erratic. 

At the opening Sugar fell off 1% points, as 
usual for the last week. Then the report 
that the directors would meet today in- 
stead of next Thursday took the bears una- 
wares. They feared the chief manipula- 
tor of the stock might have detided to an- 
nounce a continuance of the old rate, and 
there was extensive covering. The stock 
declined to 105%. | 

This was just before noon: In the twenty 
minutes from 11:55 to 12:15 p. m. 54,605. 
shares of Sugar were sold. Sugar stock 
changed hands at the rate of 3,000 shares 
a minute. 

Sugar fell off 9% points after the dividend 
rate was announced, but soon the stock ral- 
lied, recovering 3%, and finally closed with 
a loss of only 1% from last Saturday on*total 
sales of 161,142 shares. The meeting of di- 
rectors was the shortest on record. They 
were in session exactly three minutes. 


Big Refinery Closed. 

With the reduction in the dividend came 
word that the big Havemeyer refinery on 
Kent avenue, Brooklyn, had been closed 
indefinitely. Next it was learned that the 
works of the trust at the foot of Wash- 
ington street, Jersey City, had been shut 
down this morning and 1,000 meg laid off. 

t is known that the store-houses are filled 
to the roof with refined sugar. The cut in 
the dividend is taken to mean that no truce 
in the sugar war isin sight. 

The attempt to effect reprisals on the 
independent refiners by starting coffee mills 
to rival the Arbuckles has been costly. In- 
stead of controlling 90 per cent of the sugar 
output the trust markets less than 70 per 
cent now. Profits have decreased, The in- 
dependents have displayed more stamina 
than was expected. 

At the annual meeting of the sugar -trust 
in Jersey City on Jan. 10, President Have- 
meyer prepared the directors and stock- 
holders for the reduction by plainly fMmtimat- 
ing that the old profits had not been main-

Acting on THE TRIBUNE’s investigation 
and exposure of the manner of handling sa- 
loun licenses by the City Collector’s office, 
the Committee on Licenses reported to the 
City Council last night calling for a check 
on the “nursing’”’ of weak saloons and for 
the collection of license fees invariably 
within sixty days from the opening of each 
of the three tax periods of the year. It 
was further demanded that the opening of 
new saloons be prohibited unless the license 
tee is paidin advance. For failure to comply 

, With these provisions or to display licenses 
as required by law it was asked that all of- 
fending places be closed up. The City Col- 
lector, if the report is adopted, will notify 
all salocnkeepers. It is probable that an 
ordinance in line with the committee's rec- 

—e will be introduced at an early 

y. 

The report submitted by Chairman Smulski 
showed that on Feb. 5, more than a month 

‘ after the opening of the present period, 
about 1,500 saloons were without licenses. 
a _ Now this number is reduced to 695, of which 
150 are making partial payments, 305 are 
Guaranteed by brewers, and 260 neither 
have made payments nor filed a guarantee. 
About 00 per cent of the Jatter are said to be 
conducted by responsible saloonkeepers. At 
this date 5,660 saloon men have paid in full 
for the period which ends on May 1, 1900. 
The number of saloons not dispiaying 
licenses has not been ascertained, though 
the City Collector is making a canvass. 
Important parts of the report follow: 
“As to the legality of allowing saloons to 
operate without- issuance and display of a 
license, we have to report that such a course 
violates both the State law and city code, 
and that the public display of a saloon 
heense is in accordance with good policy, and 
this provision of the code should be en- 
forced. 

“The law as to collection should be en- 
forced after sixty days by the closing-of all 
delinquent places and the arrest and prosecu- 
tion of all persons keeping unlicensed sa-

_“ No new saloons should be permitted to 
open without Hcense being paid in advance.

Ask Pneumatic Tube Franchise. 
Alderman Goldzier introduced an ordi- 
nance giving a franchise to the Chicago Air 

Line Express company to construct a sys- 

tem neumatic tubes in the city streets 

and alleys for the transmission of United 
_ States mails and express matter, the motive 
power to be compressed air or electricity. 
“ The compensation to the city was not given, 
being left to the Judiciary committee. 

The provision was made that the tubes can 
be maintained above the surface in streets 

, and alleys, where there are elevated roads, , 

so they may be suspended from the elevated 
Structure. They also can be run above the 
ground where they enter postal stations or 
the power plant, and may be run through the 
tunnels under the river. A bond of $50,000 
is provided. No pipes or subways now in 
place are to be disturbed, and the streets 
and alleys are to be paved by the company 
where excavation is made. Three years 
from the passage of the ordinance three 
miles of pipes must have been laid or the 
franchise is to be forfeited. 

Alderman Goldzier said the Chicago com- 
‘pany is an offshoot of the American Pneu- 
matic Service company of Boston, and that 
a former Congressman Allan C. Durborow, 
Was the Chicago representative. The ordi- 
aM mance was referred to the Committee on 

Judiciary. : 
The ordinance for lowering the tunnels 
was introfluced by Alderman Raymer, and 
provides fjhat the work must be done by the 
reet railway companies at their own ex- 
pense. A depth of twenty-one feet is to be 
given in the river from dock to dock and 
all construction must be completed’ by March 
1, 1901. Work must be begun within three 
months from the passage of the ordinance 
and the plans must’ be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Commissioner of Public Works. 

The Van Buren street tunnel. which was 
built by the West Chicago Street railway 
‘company, was taken up separately from the 
others. 

In the La Salle street tunnel the north and 
south entrances are to be retained at Ran- 
dolph and Michigan streets. The grade op 
+ the south slope is to be 5.78 per cent for 
853 feet, where a depth of 37 feet below 
datum is reached, and 2 per cent for 150 feet 
to the center. where the depth is 40 feer. 
The no grade is to be the same, except for 
the apne end of the slope, which is 6.29 per 

._ Gent.’ The present dock walls in the river 
are to be repaired for the new depth and 
the foot tunnel may be lowered or removed 

as the city may elect. 

‘The plans for Washington street tunnel are 
much the same. The ends are kept at 
Franklin and Clinton streets. The grade is 
8.57 per cent to a depth of 36.5 feet from the 
east and 2 per cent for the rest of the way. 

_ ‘On the west slope the grade is 2 per cent 

for the bottom and 7.68 per cent for the rest 

of the distance. The drawbridge, with 

abutments and center pier, is to be removed 

_ « by the city when the street railway is ready 

to begin work, and it is given as the purpose 

of the city to build a bascule bridge to re- 

place it. The cost of abutments for this 
bridge is to be borne by the city 

The ordinance was ordered deferred and 
published. 

Bonds to Pay Judgments. 
Alderman’ Schiake, as chairman of the 
Finante committee, introduced an _ ordi- 
i nance’ providing for the issuance of $2,500,- 
000 4 per cent bonds by the city to pay 
judgments accrued against the municipality. 
The bonds are to be of the denomination of 
$1,000 each, to bear date of May 1, 1900,

The City Council is directed 
to pass an ordinance making provision for 
a tax levy on taxab’e property within the 
city sufficient to pay interest and the por- 
tions of the principal as they become pay- 
able. The ordinance was passed by a unani- 
mous vote of 53.

DEATH OF MERTON YALE CADY. | 


Descendant of University’s Founder 
and Resident of Moline Passes Away 
at Metropole Hotel. — 


Merton Yale Cady of Moline, Ill., a brother- 
in-law of Charles H. Deere, the Monline plow 
manufacturer, died at the Hotel Metropole 
yesterday, aged nearly 60 years. He had 
been at the Metropole for several months, 
visiting the family of his son, J. D. Cady. 
The wife of Mr, Cady Sr., died there on Feb. 
14, and the shock hastened! Mr. Cady’s 
death, it is supposed. The body was taken 
to Moline, and the funeral will take place 
there from Mr. Cady’s late residence, at 
2 o'clock this afternoon. 

Mr. Cady was a descendant of Elihu Yale, 
founder of Yale University. His’ father, 
Ira L. Cady, married Clotilda Yale, daugh- 
ter of Linus Yale, inventor of the Yale lock, 
and descendant of Elihu.

SECRETARY OF THE NAVY EXPLAINS 
THE CHARLESTON MATTER. 


Declares That a Clergyman Has Ac- 
cused the Officers of the Wrecked 
Ship with Drunkenness and That 
He Has Been Asked to Be More Ex- 
plicit—Not Inclined to Credit Alle- 
gations—Report of Captain Pigman 
Gives Details of Disaster. 


—- 
Washington, D. C., March 5.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Long admitted today that he had 
received letters in regard to the alleged 
drunkenness of the officers of the cruiser 
Charleston when that ship was lost on Noy. 
2 in the waters of the Philippines. He also 
‘said he had ordered an investigation into 
these charges, but that he knew nothing 
about a statement which the officers had 
tried to force the men to sign. Neither did 
he have any information as to a threatened 
mutiny or that letters of complaint had 
failed to reach their destination. Ee 

The Secretary also disclaimed any knowl- 
edge of the men being “ spotted’’ and 
warned not to talk about what took place the 
morning the Charleston ran upon theireef. 

“ There has been considerable gossip about | 
the alleged misconduct of the officers of the 
Charleston,” said Secretary Long. ‘An 
unofficial letter has been received by the de- 
partment in which it is claimed the officers 
of that ship were intoxicated when the ves- 
sel ran upon the reef. The letter is froma 
clergyman, and I have written him request-. 
ing that he specifically name the officers 
guilty of the alleged offense. 

“ These charges were general in character 
and failed to give the name of any officer. 
4 believe the charges are without founda- 

on.”’

A search of the records of the department 
discloses there is nothing on file in regard 
to the Charleston incident except the offi- 
cial report of the loss of the vessel and a dis- 
‘patch from Admiral Watson giving the con- 
clusions of the board convened to investi- 
gate the circumstances surrounding the 
loss of tlre ship. 

The cable dispatch from Admiral Wat- 
son giving the result of the investigation 
is brief and says in substance: , 

‘“Officers of the Charleston exonerated 
from all blame in connection with the loss 
of that vessel. It ran upon an uncharted 
reef. Full mailed Feb. 13.” 


Aware of the Rumors. 


It has been known at the depatment for 
some time that rumors in regard to the al- 
leged drunkenness of the officers of the 
Charleston were afloat at Manila, Great in- 
terest has been manifested in this case, and 
officers who have returned from the Philip- 
pines have been questioned on this point. 
According to the officials at the department 
none of the officers has heard of any miscon- 
duct upon the part of the officers of the 
Charleston. On the contrary, everything 
learned about the matter furnished ground 
for commendation eee of condemnation. 

There wasone incident, however, which 
caused some hard feeling, and probably 
added to the excitement incident to the 
landing of the officers and crew of the 
Charleston. When that vessel was seen to 
be lost, one of the officers who did not care

Do Not Believe Charges. 


No reference was made in Admiral Wat- 
ton’s “dispatch giving the result of the court 
of inquiry to the misconduct of the officers 
of the Charleston, and the department offi- 
cials, from the Secretary down, do not be- 
lieve there was any ground for the charges. 

They say no additional informatiun can be 
obtained on this point until the full official 
report is received. They say, further, how- 
ever, if such a scandal has developed as has 
been charged it would certainly have reached 
the ears of Admiral Watson, and he would 
have made some reference to it in his com- 
munications on the subject. 


Captain Pigman’s Report. 

A full copy of the official report of the 
loss of the vessel, sent by Captain Pigman 
and indorsed by Admiral Watson, under date 
of Nov. 29, has been procured by THE TRIB- 
UNE correspondent. It consists largely of 
technical language, beginning as follows: 

It becomes my sorrowful duty to report the loss 
of the United States steamer Charleston, under 
my command, at 5:30 a. m. Nov. 2, 1899, . by 
grounding on a sunken and uncharted reef about. 
ten miles to the eastward of the north end of 
Kamiguin Island, in approximate latitude 19 de- 
grees north, longitude 122 degrees 3 minutes east, 


Tells of the Disaster. 


The report goes on: 
I have requested the Commander-in-Chief to 
order a court of inquiry, assuring him that no ob- 
jection oh my part would be offered to any officer 
he might see fit to order as member. 
.. The report then closely details the voyage 
to the vicinity of the scene of disaster, say- 


ing: 
Lost sight of land about 12:30 a. m., Nov. 2, on 
port quarter, which I thought was Iligan Point, 


At 2:50 a. m. land was reported on port bow, but 
it was so hazy and dim as to be uncertain whether 
land or a cloud, and there was a discussion about 
this by the officer of the deck, the navigator, and 
myself for over) an hour. 

At 3:20 a. m.; Nov. 2, I was about to tell the 
officer of the deck to go sottth at 4 o’clock, think- 
ing that the ship would then be about six miles 
to the northward of St. Vincent light, but before 
doing so thought I would step forward on the 
flying bridge and take one more look. At 3:25I 
sighted the Guinapak Rocks right ahead about one 
and one-half or two miles off, which I first thought

1894,"’ and then put the ship about and headed 
south by east, at 4:30 south southeast, and at 
4:25 southeast. 

At 5 o'clock, finding a strong northwesterly cur- 
rent, decided to go around the northern end of 
Kamiguin Island and visit Port San Pio V., and go 
from there back to St.. Vincent; went about at 
5:10 a. m. and headed west by north; at 5:20, west 
northwest half west; and west northwest at 5:25, 
Guinapak Rocks bearing south southwest, distant 
about two miles, to carry us five or six miles north 
of the Island of Kamiguin. 

“Tide Rip” Ahead. 

At 5:26 the officer of the deck (M. Schofield) re- 
ported rough water ahead. The navigator, Lieu- 
tenant Dougherty, and J both jumped to the star- 
board side of the bridge to look at it, and both said 
‘“% tide rip.”” The water had every appearance 
of a rip, and extended from about one point on the 
pert to three points on starboard bow and was 
about a quarter of a mile away. . 

I dt once ordered the wheel hard a-port, 
jumped into the pilothouse and rang to stop the 
s engine. At the time rough water ahead 
was reported we were heading west northwest; 
the ship had swung around to north northeast, with 
the rough water just a little open on the port bow, 
and still in smooth water, and I had ordered ahead 
half speed on the starboard engine and was nearly 
ready to signal full speed whén the ship struc 
lightly, and in about twenty or thirty seco 
struck heavily, listing to port about 25 to 35 de- 
grees, then righted itself, but hard and 
rolling continuously.

FORT FOR NON-UNION MEN 


LANS BEING MADE FOR THEM TO

LIVE IN THEIR HEADQUARTERS, 


They Will Sleep and Eat in the Build- 
ing at 152 Michigan Avenue—Re- 
ported Change in Pickets’ Methods 
Causes the Action—George A. Fuller 
Company Sides with the Labor Or- 
ganization—Business Agents Vote 
to Allow Work for the Concern. 


Reported changes in the tactics of the 
union labor pickets have led to preparations 
by the Industrial Building Trades union, 
the organization of non-union workmen, to 
put their headquarters at 152 Michigan ave- 
nue in readiness for a siege. Members said 
yesterday that bunks would be built in the 
quarters and provisions supplied there to 
members. Pickets of the Industrial union 
are now stationed at every landing on the 
three flights of stairs leading to the head- 
quarters, and all who enter the building are 
questioned closely unless they have a cer- 
tificate of membership. The quarters oc- 


cupled by the organization are 200x50 feet, 


square, and 300 men can be accommodated. 
Members of the non-union organization 
say union pickets have decided that it would 
be better to concentrate their forces at the 
Michigan avenue building than to divide 
them by sending them to various structures 
in course of enection. They say that in the 
future the union will picket the headquarters 
and assault the men entering and leaving. 
They give that as a reason for preparing for 
a' siege. Another reason given is that a 
large number of men can be escorted to and 
from work without danger of being attacked. 
Judge S. P. McConnell, President of the 
Board of Directors of the George A. Fuller 
company, arrived in the city, and after a 
conference held by him and Delegates Ed- 
ward Carroll, J. J. Ryan, John A: Long, and 
BE. A. Davis, it was announced that the 
Fuller company had decided to stand with 
the labor unions. The company has been 
expelled from the Carpenters and Builders’ 
association as a result. In return for the 
pledge of support made by the George A. 
Fuller company the Board of Business 
Agents of the Building Trades council voted 
tao allow its members to work for the com- 


pany regardless of any conditions imposed 
‘ by the firm.
